A DANGEROUS MAN. 


Myron W. Tinkler and the Way He 


Made Things Lively for Hia 


Family.

Myron W. Tinkler is a traveling sales- 


man for a marble firm and resides with 
his family at No. 246 West Edmond street- 
He is ill jail to-day. He aeems to be'a 
quiet sort ota man when attending to 
business, but when ;he gets home tbinga 
get right lively. He doesn't drink liquor, 
so it appears his disposition to whop up 
things at home has grown to be chronic, 
for according to the statement of Mrs. 
Tinkler and the neighbors he baa inaugur- 
ated quarrels without number. Monday 
night he was specially violent, and not 
content with fastening down all the win- 
dows and looking tbe doors, he threatened 
to build a fire in the middle of the kitchen 
floor and burn down the house and de- 
stroy himself and family. He went 
further. He got an ax and a revolver and 
started on a triumphant tramp through 
the house to do his wife and two daugh- 
ters bodily harm. The three women had 
looked themselves in a second story bed 
room, and raised the window to call for 
help. They had aroused a number of tbe 
neighbors when bang went a blow struck 
by Tinkler at the door which was broken 
open. In the excitement of the moment 
and through fright Mary Tinkler, aged 
16, jumped from the window and fell 
screaming upon the snow whioh was 
quite thin beneath the window. Neigh- 
bors came to the rescue and bore the girl 
indoors. It was supposed thai her back 
was broken. Mra. Dr. Sargent reached 
tbe house at about midnight, and made 
an examination, 
She found no bones 


broken, but the girl was unable to move. 
In the fall she lit on one foot and the jar 
was so great that she is compelled to re- 
main in one position or endure great pain, 
It is difficult now to determine the result 
of the girl's injuries. They may termin- 
ate fatally. 


Last evening Officer Hartley took 


Tinkler in custody and placed him behind 
the bars in the county jail. A state 
warrant charging him with one or more 
offenses will be issued. The matter was 
presented to State's Attorney Johns to- 
day. 
The family property is in the name 


of Mrs, Tinkler, who is the second wife 
of the prisoner, and it is said that this 
fact is the primary cause of all the domes- 
tic rows.

IBS never been as much complaint in any 
previous yearconcernina the poor qualify 
of corn. The farmers in many locnlitet 
are ventilating their corn cribs with drain 
;ile, others are using mile, while aom* 
have found it necessary to take the oora 
out of the cribs and spread it out over the- 
ground to prevent heating and souring. 
The more cautious have left the soft corn 
in the field, and gather from day to day 
what is necessary for feeding purposes. 
The soft corn does not make aa rauok 
beef or pork-per bushel »s well matured 
corn, and cattle and bogs are not doing 
as well as usual on that account. Ship- 
pers find it difficult to market the soft 
corn even to the distillers, and farmer* 
baving such corn are either feeding it to- 
their own stock or selling to feeders. 
Renters, with no cattle or hogs, are com- 
plaining about the great difficulty of find- 
ing a market for soft corn.

When the Queen pays a 


visit, or goes abroad, a bed on the 
usual pattern is made and dispatched 
from Windsor in advance, to be in 
readiness for her.

years earlier another went to Baveno.

Byron B. Morse and His-Alleged Croot- 


edneBB—TUB Prisoner'B H.UIIULI. 


From Saturday's DaUy. 


The announcement of the arrest by 


Marshal Mason of Byron B. Moree, en a 
charge of forgery, was made in these col- 
umns yesterday. 
He was arrested at 


Kansas City, Mo., yesterday, on a requisi- 
tion from Gov. Hamilton, and to-day at 
noon he arrived in Decatur in charge of 
the officer. Mr. Morse's arrest grew out 
of the alleged feet that about a year ngo 
he euchered Jacob B. Billiard, the under- 
taker, out of §50, and might have bled 
him for 8235, but for tbe slirewdnesB of 
the victim, who "smelt a large nxraee" 
just in time to save 8185 of the $235 that 
Morse was after. Bullardis well acquaint- 
ed with Morse. He knew him at Kood- 
house where the accused had a work 
bench in one corner of his room. He 
always conducted himself like an honest 


man, 
and BulLird had uo cause to think 


him crooked when Morse came to him 
for a favor. Morse claimed to have a 
deal on the "board of trade,' and he was 
in need of 850 to hold it for a tiurn. He 
had in his possession a draft for 55235 on 
the Chicago National Bank signed by a 
Mr. Sherwood, of St. Louis, Mo., but it 
was of no use to him unless he could get 
some one to go to the Deoatnr National 
Bank and identify him. Mr, Bullard be- 
lieving him straight identified Morse, but 
the money was not handed out until Mr. 
Bullard endorsed the draft. Mr. B. took 
the precaution to handle the money him- 
self, and he gave Morse but 850 of the 
Bum obtained. A few days passed and 
the draft was returned protested. Far- 
ther investigation proved it a forgery and 
Mr. Bullard had to pay 8235 to the Dtca- 
tnr bank; but he was only out S50, BB he 
held on to the 8185 he received the day 
he endorsed the draft. Morse left the 
city and six months ago married a woman 
at Kansas City. At the late session of 
the grand jury Morse was indicted for 
forgery. He will probably have bis trial 
at the present term of court, unless be 
furnishes bail and likeBaedig goes hence 
not to return again. We learn that Mr. 
Morse's relatives are people highly re- 
spected and in good circumstances. His 
mother resides at Quirjoy. Marshal Ma- 
son pursued a shrewd course in eflecting 
the arrest, and but few knew of the reason 
for his misnion west until after the arrest 
had been effected. Mason has Us man in 
jail.

thur's visit to New York on the occasion of 
tbe evacuation day ceremonies was marred 
considerably by the suspicious actions of a 
crank in the vicinity of the former's apart- 
ments at the Fifth Avenue Hotel. The 
itory was kept quiet and even the President 
was not Informed until recently thab bis 
life bad been in jeopardy. It came5 out 
when 
he was in New York last week 


to attend the New England dinner, for it 
was deemed best to change his rooms at 
tbe Fifth Avenue and acquaint him with 
tbe reason which prompted 
this action. 


Besides this precaution two detectives were 
stationed in tho corridor leading to the 
rooms occupied by the President, and no 
one unless well vouched for was allowed 
access to the Executive. No violent dem- 
onstration was attempted by the crank ar- 
rested evacuation day, but upon searching 
him at police headquarters a bowic kuife 
and loaded revolver were found in his hip 
pocket.
